come of the discovery' of the Schuyl- 
kill arsenal frauds Secretary Taft is- 
sued a sweeping order of the greatest 
importance to every person interested 
in furnishing supplies to the war de- 
partment and posisbly to all other de- 
partments. Instructions for the guid- 
ance" of officers charged with the pur- 
chase of supplies are embraced within 
the order with a view to a thorough 
enforcement of the laws which re- 
quire all supplies to be purchased
